DEFENSE: H igher Tracks, Fewer Bridges, Stronger Em- 


bankments Give Railroad Added Protection Against Floods 


THE next time old “Jup” Pluvius 
takes a notion te strike Southern 
California with a sudden terrific down- 
pour, as he did last March, he'll find 
Southern Pacific with new and extra- 
ordinarily strong defenses 

In Soledad Canyon, for instance, 
he’il discover that the railroad’s engi- 
neers have given the Santa Clara River 
a new channel for nearly three miles; 
that tracks have been relocated for 
more than four miles, and have been 
raised as much as 17 feet above where 
the river once lished them; that there 
are fewor bridges and trestles for flood 
waters fo atfack; and that embank- 
inents have been strongly fortified by 
steel, concrete and rock. 

Farther south he'll find that the rail- 
road's engineers have strengthened 
their defenses throughout the southern 
California area, and that Southern Pa- 
cifie properties are given tremendous 
protection through the government’s 
extensive program of flood control that 
it is expected will effectively harness 
the Santa Ana, Los Angeles, and San 
Gabriel rivers, and their tributaries, 
the next time those normally docile 
streams go on another rampage. 

Total cost to Southern Pacific for the 
gigantic job of cleaning up damage 
from the March storm, for temporarily 


restoring service, and for permanently 
protecting various sections of its Hine in 
southern California against future 
storms will be about $2,138,000. 

It was in the Soledad Canyon of San 
Joaquin Division, 50 miles north of Los 
Angeles, that the railroad was hardest. 
hit during the recent storm, and where 
engineering and maintenanee forces 
accomplished such a remarkable job in 
quickly reopening the line to traffic; 
and it is here that the railroad is now 
nearing the completion of its major re- 
construction work. ‘The project in this 
canyon will alone cost about $555,000, 
aside from the heavy expense of clearing 
and emergency repairs, 


Floods of the Past 


Vagaries of the Santa Clara River 
have caused numerous changes to be 
made in the Soledad Canyon line since 
the memorable day of September 5, 
1876, when special trains brought dis- 
tinguished citizens from Los Angeles 
and San Francisco into this same can- 
yon to celebrate the driving of the 
“last spike” at Lang that united the 
two California metropolises with their 
first rail line. 

There were scrious floods in 1884, 
1890, 1914 and after each a conside 
able portion of railrond was relocated 


Rail jetties (left par- 
tially complete} and con- 
crete retaining walls are

on higher ground. ‘The engineers, how- 
ever, were still not satisfied with the 
security of the line and late in 1937 
work had begun on another extensive 
line change. But before the engineer- 
ing forces had gotten very far along 
with the project, the 1938 flood was 
upon them to destroy much of the work 
already accomplished and wash away 
many thousands of dollars worth of 
Machinery and tools, 

From the experience of that flood, 
which was far more serious than any 
of the others, the engineers gained 
valuable information and when the per- 
TManent relocation work could be re- 
sumed it was on a greatly enlarged seale. 

Of the 26 miles of railroad in Soledad 
Canyon from Paris to Saugus, the 
hardest hit portion was the 13 miles 
from Paris to Lang, where the raging 
Santa Clara River washed out sections 
of roadbed, carried away bridgea or 
blocked them with debris, and flooded 
through tunnels washing out tracks and 
leaving deposits of sand and logs. 


Eliminate Ten Crossings 


In the four miles of this section be- 
tween Russ and Lang, where once the 
line crossed the river 11 times, the new 
line, which was opened for service the 
moming of August 30, makes only one 
crossing. Bridge reconstruction work 
had previously been carried to the 
point of eliminating two of the 11 river 
crossings when the March storm hit. 
The magnitude of that storm, however, 
which left only four bridges on their 
foundations, three of them buried in 
sand and debris and the fourth left on 
dry land when the river cut around it, 
emphasized the advisability of elim- 
inating all but the one bridge nearest. 
Lang: To this one remaining crossing 
an extra span is being added. 

In order to abandon the ten bridge 
crossings it was necessary to straighten 
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out both the river and the railroad. 
This was done by cutting a new chan- 
nel for the river in four lecations (see 
diagram on next page) and by elim- 
inating eleven curves in the railroad so 
that the entire line is on the north side 
of the river west of the Lang crossing. 
At Russ additional flood protection of 
the main line has been effected by in- 
terchanging the positions of the main 
line and siding, so that the siding and 
its embankment. will be nearest the 
river, acting as a buffer to flood waters. 

Work in Soledad Canyon also in- 
volved a county highway grade separa- 
tion structure, accomplished by con- 
structing a tunnel in an open eut, with 
a back fill for the road overhead. 


Raise Track 17 Feet 


The rail line in its new Jocation is 
elevated well above high water, in some 
instances 17 feet above the former 
grade, and the hazard of water again 
flowing through tunnels has been elim- 
inated. A most interesting phase of 
the work was that of moving large sec- 
tions of track intact to their new loca- 
tions without interruption to main line 
traffic. This was done between train 
schedules when the unbroken sections 
of track, still spiked to ties, were 
dragged sidewise by powerful tractors, 
elevated as much as ning feet to their 
new locations, and put in final position 
by large gangs of men with crowbars 
and shovels. 

The tremendous job of moving some 
310,000 cubic yards of material, of 
which 80 per cent was involved in con- 
structing a new channel for the river, 
is now rapidly nearing completion. 
Meantime, B&B forces are engaged in 
completing construction of culverts, 
rail jetties and a tunnel under the 
track to accommodate Agua Dulce 
Creck, all work being permanent con- 
struction with concrete, steel reinforc- 
ing and steel rails and in certain loca- 
tions, solid concrete retaining walls, 

To the northward, in the Tehachapi 
Mountains, the Company has replaced 
three bridges over Tehachapi Creck 
with heavier type steel girders on mod- 
ern conerete towers, and with ballast 
deck instead of open deck. At Cliff 
and Rowen, dry rubble masonry walls 
are being replaced with conercte re- 


Track Moves Over 


These eight views of Soledad Canyon line 
between Tunnels 18 and 19 show one of the 
four locations where track was moved over 
so new channel could be dug for Santa 
Clara River. Officially referred to as Chan- 
nel Change No. 4, this work eliminated the 
old 9th and 10th crossings over the river. 
(See diagram next page.)

taining walls, and at Tehachapi the 
station building and tracks will be 
raised nearly three feet. 

Farther down the Santa Clara River 
where it flows into the Pacific Ocean 
near Montalvo, and where during tho 
March flood the steel girder bridge tot~ 
tered on its foundation, cach pier is 
being embedded in heavy rip rap en- 
closed by rail barriers to prevent 
further undermining of the foundations. 


Federal Flood Control 


Along the Los Angeles River, in the 
San Fernando Valley, through the City 
of Los Angeles and extending toward 
the ocean, the federal government un- 
der the able and energetic direction of 
Major Theodore Wyman, Jr., is carry- 
ing out a most spectacular job involving 
inillions of dollars, The work consists 
in lowering the general level of the 
streambed by 10 feet and confining the 
channel between rectangular or trape- 
zoidal shaped concrete and stone walls. 

Millions of yards of sand are being 
deposited on the adjacent. bank, raising 
general level of the ground. Thousands 
of tons of steel sheet piling are being 
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-£00T LRESTLE AT COLTON, constructed 
adjacent to temporary main line trestle after flood 
damage last March, was moved into place in one 
operation on August § and was ready for traffic 
in four hours, These pictures show how work was 
done: (1) Deck of new trestle, supported on car 
trucks, was built alongside old trestle; the trucks 
mounted on sections of rail so whole structure 
could be rolled as a unit. (2) While this work 
progressed, new pile bents had been driven on same 
alignment as existing main line, but providing for 
20-foct instead of 15-foot spans, and when new deck 
was ready two cranes removed the deck from the 
old trestle, (8-4) Two views taken within few 
minutes of each other showing new deck, complete 
10 haying rails in place and fastened, being rolled 
over on the car tricks to its permanent alignment. 


driven into place aloug the toes of the 
side walls by towering pile drivers. 
Huge eaterpillar trucks place carload 
upon carload of rip rap; giant revolving 
drums convert rock, sand and cement. 
into conerete, millions of yards of which 
are placed in the bottom and side walls 
of the realigned channel, over the 
smooth conercte surface of which silt- 
laden storm waters of future floods will 
flow at accelerated velocity to the sea. 

Movement of this material from va- 
rious sections of the country is devel- 
oping considerable freight for 8. P. 

The work involves the rebuilding of 
many bridges and Southern Pacific's en- 
gineers, in reconstructing the washed- 
out bridge at the first crossing of the 
river near Dayton Avenue, Los Angeles, 
have designed the two abutments and 
conter pier to conform to the new align- 
ment of the river, 


Dayton Ave. Bridge 

The new bridge, which will be used. 
for freight and switching services when 
Los Angeles Union Passenger Terminal 
i t year, comprises several 
unique departures from previous stand- 
ards of design. Instead of being of the 
design of former years the bridge 
be constructed with continuous 
through girders 385 fect long and nearly 
12 feet in depth, projecting both above 
and below the track level, and sup- 
ported in the ceriter by a concrete pier. 
Such length of girders is made possible 
by the use of silicon steel and the ahil- 
ity of steel mills to roll large sheets. 
‘Total weight of bridge is 580 tons. The 
center picr, extra long because the 
track crosses it diagonally, is stream- 
lined by being blunt-shaped upstream 
and tapered like a fishtail down stream. 
Excavation has exposed bedrock at eco- 
nomical depth which makes possible the 
founding of the eenter pier on solid rock. 

At the second crossing near the Al- 
hambra shops in Los Angeles, the rail- 
road bridge is being rebuilt to connect 
the double track railroad on the east 
side of the Los Angeles River with the 
new union passenger terminal. Here 
again massive steel girders are being 
used; the central piers are streamlined 
with abutments located to conform 10 
the channel rectification by the army 
engineers. Bedrock not being econami- 
cally available the concrete pier and 
abutments are carried many fect. below 
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the river bed and rest upon a founda- 
tion of stcel-rail piling. The idea of 
using serap rail to form piles originated 
with the engineers of the Pacific Lincs, 
A pile consists of three 30-foot 62- 
pound rails welded together, the rail 
heads forming the center core at a 
common axis. 

Double track main linc on side 
of Los Angeles River, temporarily main- 
tained on shoo-fly alignment with a log 
erib since the March washouts, will be 
protected in its permanent. location 
when the plans of the army engineers 
are consummated. The Los Angeles 
River at this point, and extending up 
under the new bridge at the first crox 
ing, will be confined between vertical 
concrete walls 187 fect apart with 2 
vertical clearance of 35 feet from stream 
bed to low steel. 

Further down the river near South- 
gate, where the March storms com- 
pletely destroyed the bridge supporting 
the San Pedro branch, the track is being 
elevated 9 fect, new piers constructed 
and two 116-foot through truss and two 
96-foot through girders are being in- 
stalled. These are rebuilt trusses and 
girders released from the Ist and 2nd 
crossings in Los Angeles. 


New Colton Trestle 


The east approach to the Santa Ana 
River bridge at Colton, badly dainaged 
in the March storm, has been com- 
pletely reconstructed by adopting an 
unusual method that made it possible 
for the entire deck of the 620-foot 
trestle to be moved into place in one 
operation, as explained under the pi 
tures on this page. The plan was 
adopted particularly to reduce inter- 
ruptions to train and switching move- 
ments into and out of Colton Yard, but 
also proved an economical method. 

Another project’ which Southern 
Pacific is pushing toward completion 
in the carly fall is permanent. protection 
of the Sunset Route eastward out of 
Los Angeles, in the general vicinity of 
Redlands. This section of line also 
suffered severe damage during the 
March storm when the San Timoteo 
Creek between Colton and Beaumont. 
overflowed. Work on this project, 
started carly in 1937 following a pre- 
vious storm, was interrupted by the 
March rains, and is now being com- 
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pleted with extension of a trestle east 
of Nicklin, construction of parallel 
drainage ditches and dikes, installation 
of pipe culverts, bank protection and 
struction of conerete drops or spill- 
to stabilize the hed of the creek 
on a one per cent gradient. Other 
bridge work is underway at Beaumont; 
at Guasti; and at Eaton, Wash. 

The army engincers are earrying out 
extensive concrete lining of Verdugo 
Wash, which involves a new double 
ructure west. of Glendale. Here 
the river is being confined in a rectang- 
ular concrete flume 87 feet wide with 
vertical clear opening of 16 fect under 
the yailroad girders. Similar stru 
tures are planned by the army engi- 
neers at Hewitt, and at Wahoo, the 
government bearing the expens 


Branch Line Work 


The 585-foot. trestle crossing of the 
Santa Ana branch of the Santa Ana 
River near Orange, all of which was 
wept away in the March storm, is be- 
ing replaced by three 100-foot tru 
bridges and two 58-foot through gird- 
ers on conerete piers, with trestle ap- 
proach and grade raised 4 feet. Here, 
likew! released bridges from the 
Santa Clara River in Soledad Canyon, 
have heen utilized. 

On the Tustin branch the 1620-foot 
crossing of the Santa Ana River, badly 
damaged in Mareh, has been repaired, 
two 120-foot truss spans being substi- 
tuted for an equal amount. of trestle, 
These spans are rebuilt second hand 
bridges released from the Santa Clara 
River erossings. On this branch the 
crossing of Santiago Creck, three d0- 
foot. second hand steel girders are to be 
installed, 

An important improvement. is being 
carried out on the Santa Paula Branch 
near Cates. Due to silting up of the 
channel, which resulted in debris over- 
flowing the adjacent. orange lands, the 
Company is raising the bridge 114 feet 
and installing one 70-foot and one 82- 
foot through plate girders on concrete 
piers; both girders being releas 
Soledad Canyon bridges. 

With all this werk in hand by the 
railroad and the government, it scems 
doubtful that, Southern California will 
again witness such flood havoc as those 
of Jast March.

TREGEDY: Entire Railroad Shocked by 


Wreck That Marred Fine 8. P. Safety Record 


“THE Southern Pacific, which has 

one of the finest accident-preven- 
tion systems of any railroad in the 
the world and a remarkable safety 
record, had the misfortune early yester- 
day to have two of its crack traing meet 
in a head-on collision...” 

Thus the Los Angeles Times of Sep- 
tember 21 began its editorial comment 
regarding the tragie happening at 
Tortuga, 11 miles cast of Niland, at 
1:36 am., September 20, when the 
throwing of a switch in error sent the 
westbound Argonaué crashing into the 
eastbound Californian waiting an a 
siding, causing death to 11 persons and 
injury to scores of others. 

Killed at their posts of duty were: 
Engineer Robert N. Richardson and 
Fireman Henry R. Parsons of the 
Argenaut, and Fireman Charles E. 
Morton of the Californian. Engincer 
S. C. Mason jumped to safety after 
yelling warning to his fireman. Injured 
of the crews were: Conductors J. D. 
Cantrell and C. R. Rankin, Brakeman 
F. Soutar, Express Messenger-Bag- 
gageman Otto Ruf, Waiters EE. J, 
Mason and J. R. Davis, and Cook B. J. 
Henton. 

Vice President J. H. Dyer, who was 
riding in his business car with Chief 
Engincer W. H. Kirkbride on the rear 
of the Argonaut, took immediate charge 
in directing the work of giving every 
aid humanly possible to the stricken 
passengers. 

To his assistance came every able 
member of the train crews. There were 
instances of heroism, of quick thinking, 
of calm judgment, of action that sub- 
consciously guides some men in such 
emergencies; and in appreciation many 
letters and verbal thanks have reached 
the individuals concerned. Because the 


Bulletin cannot tell of all such instances, 
it would not be fair to single out the 
ones that have come to light. The 
noble deeds of Southern Pacific people 
will, however, live long in the memory 
of those who experienced the tragedy of 
that night. 

Acting in the absence of President 
A. D. McDonald, this message 
wired by Vice President A. T. Mercier 
to the officers on the scone and in Los 
Angeles: 


Passengers First Care 


“Tam particularly concerned that we 
should do everything possible for each 
passenger injured, and also for those 
not injured, to make up for their un- 
fortunate experience. Please make sure 
that all understand that our efforts to 
agsist should not end when the injured 
persons are able to resume their jour- 
neys. We should continue to aid them 
in every possible way. In this connec- 
tion we must also consider the view- 
point of their families and friends.” 

In this spirit, the entire railroad 
organization reacted. There was gen- 
eral consolation for the manner news- 
papers throughout the West handled 
the story and for their sympathetic un- 
derstanding of the railroad’s sad role. 

This from the San Francisco News 
was typical: “cho from the Past— 
That is what the train wreck is; an 
echo froma past when such catastrophes 
were frequent. Once a newspaper's 
duty would have been to fulminate 
against the carelessness that permitted 
it to happen. ‘Today we think others 
will share our feeling of sympathy with 
the railroad’s executives in their con- 
sternation that such an accident should 
have occurred to mar a superb and 
magnificent record of safety. Our

primary feeling is one of awakened 
realization of the vigilance, efficiency, 
and zeal that makes such accidents ex- 
tremely rare.” 

Newpapers recalled in their news 
columns, as well as in editorials, that 
this was only the second time in 20 
years that a passenger's life had been 
lost in a train accident on Southern 
Pacific's lines, aud praised the extensive 
precautionary measures taken to guard 
against mechanical, physical, and hu- 
man errors. 

“The accident is distressing,” said 
the Reno Gazetie, “but it is so great a 
departure from the usual as to prove 
the rule—that modern railroading is 
virtually one hundred per cent perfect.” 
And from the Eureka Standard: “Rail- 
road accidents, once a common form of 
disaster, happily have become an ex- 
treme rarity . . . despite the tragic toll 
the railroads still may feel proud of 
their record over a long period of time.” 


Safety Outstanding 


“The splendid safety record which 
the railroads have built up over the 
years aud their constant vigikunce and 
readiness to adopt further safety meas- 
ures is one of the outstanding features 
of American transportation,” com- 
mented the San Diego Tribune. 

“The railroads of the United States 
are entitled to the thanks of the public 
for making travel as safe as they have,” 
observed the El Paso Times; while the 
San Francisco Daily Commercial News 
declared: “. . . .Rather than censure 
the railroads, they should be accorded 
full eredit for everything they have 
done and are doing to make travel 
about as safe as remaining at home in 
one’s kitchen.” 

Similar comment was made by other 
papers, including the Beverly Hills 
Citizen, Portland Oregonian, San Fran- 
cisco Call-Bulletin, Stockton Record, 
Lodi Times, Ontario Report and Madera

LEGION: Migration of World War «Vets” 


Gives S. P. Fine Chance to Show How Good it Is 


“PNVASION” of Los Angeles by a 
large “army” of World War veterans 
and guests last month to attend the 
American Legion State and National 
conventions found Southern Pacifie’s 
forces prepared to carry out succes: 
fully one of the biggest. passenger trans: 
portation jobs in the history of the 
Company—the movement (coming and 
going) of 63 special and extra section 
trains within a period of seven days! 

The great influx of visitors from all 
sections of the country, forming the 
largest convention gathering the Pacifi 
Coast has ever witnessed, began on 
September 15 and lasted four days, 
during which time approximately 8,000 
passengers were brought into Los An- 
geles over 8. P. lines in special trains, 
and extra sections and cars. Additional 
thousands used the regular trains. 

Forty-one trains, including 33 specials 
und cight extra sections, were required 
in addition to regular trains to accom- 
modate the heavy inbound movement. 
Thirteen of the specials operated from 
Portland, five from Tucumcari, three 
from El Paso, and nine from Ogden, 
All did not operate through to Los An- 
geles but were consolidated with other 
trains or other parties wherever prac- 
ticable enroute. 

Travel into Los Angeles was heaviest 
on September 18, with seven specials 
and two extra sections operating over 
the Coast Route; six specials and one 
extra section on the Valley Route; and 
seven specials on the Golden State- 
Sunset Route. 

Bulk of the outbound movement 
from Los Angeles took place Sepitember 
21-22 when 15 specials and seven extra 
sections were operated. Movement 
for these two days included five special 
trains to Portland, three to Tucum- 
cari, two to Hl Paso, and four to Og- 
den, Regular trains also handled large 
crowds during this period and for a 
number of days following. 

That every phase of the almost un- 
precedented movement was carried oat 
with clockwork precision is a tribute to 
the members of the Operating and 
Passenger departments who worked 
for months carefully planning schedules 
and ironing out a multitude of details. 


As early as last March, the superin- 
tendent of transportation and his assis. 
tants, with the cooperation of the Pas- 
senger Department forces, were map- 
ping out schedules according to in- 
formation received from the outlying 
agencies at points where train move- 
ments were to originate. In some in- 
stances, these schedules had to undergo 
numerous revisions as plans of partics 
changed or where it was found that 
some trains eould be handled as extra 
sections of regular trains rather than 
as specials. 

But once the trains started rolling, 
all, except those which were stopped at 
intermediate points because of clev- 
enth-hour changes in plans, adhered 
to their schedules. 

This smooth operation was made pos- 
sible through the use of additional 
forees and power at many points along 
the line. On the Portland Division, 
one extra dispatcher und one extra 
telegrapher were added, and emergency 
power was kept in readiness at strategic 
points. On Salt Luke Division, two 
callers and two train dispatchers were 
added. At Oakland, 14 extra switch 
engines and 77 extra men saw service, 
including enginemen, yardmen, yard 
clerks, towermen and train dispatchers. 
Coast’ Division's regular forces were 
augmented by about 75 persons, in- 
duding enginemen, yardmen, laborers 
and coach cleaners; and 10 extra yard 
engines, besides a number of protection 
engines were utilized at various points. 
San Joaquin Division not only used all 
traimnen and enginemen on extra 
board but recalled a number of cut-off 
draiumen. 

At Los Angeles more than 100 addi- 
tional employes were pressed into ser- 
vice, including 24 switch engine crews, 
39 baggage room employes, switch 
tenders, yardmasters, yard clerks, tele- 
graph operators, ticket collectors, gate- 
men and redeaps. 

OF the cars which were handled over 
8S. P. lines, 94 were parked for occu- 
pancy at the new Los Angeles Union 
Terminal, in addition to which were 
cight Pullmans for empleyes and two 
cars of storage material, At the new

TREES: Fourteen Carloads of Pepper Trees 
Moved by S. P. to Fast-Growing S. F. Exposition 


NEW mark for oddity in rail ship- 

ments was set last month when 
fourteen earloads of full-grown pepper 
trees were hauled by Southern Pacific 
from Southern California to Treasure 
Island in San Francisco bay where they 
became a part of the landscape scheme 
surrounding state and fedcral buildings 
on the grounds of the Golden Gate In- 
ternational Exposition, 

With about five months to go before 
the exposition opens Feb. 18, two thou- 
sand workmen are putting the decora- 
tive touches on the World’s Fair “magic 
city”, construction of which is running 
six weeks ahead of schedule. 

Movement of the pepper trees from 
Burbank to Treasure Island was the 
first: time the railroad had ever handled 
such a large shipment of this kind, 
Work of preparing the trees for the 
475-mile rail trip over the Coast Line 
to West Oakland was begun three 
months ahead of their departure. 

The trees were dug on all four sides 
and bexing built around the roots. A 
porous tile irrigation and feeding sys: 
tem was then placed inside each bos 
and the trees thoroughly irrigated twice 
a week, At the same time ropes were 
placed around the limbs and gradually 
tightened to draw in the branches. 
After the trees were placed aboard flat 
ears they were tightly bound with 
heavy cable. Their branches, with 
maximum spread of more than 20 fect, 
were carefully drawn to the cars by 
burlap and ropes to assure clearance 
of bridges and tunnels. 1t was possible 
to load two of the trees on a 52-foot 
flat car by placing them on their sides 
with tops toward the center of the car. 

From the West Oakland yard the 
cars were switched to the freight slip 
at Oakland Pier and moved aboard 
barges for the 40-minute bay voyage to 
Treasure Island, where they imme- 
diately were transplanted. 

Exposition building contracts were 
more than 85 per cent complete in 
September. Massive construction still 
was under way on two buildings—the 
cruciform Pacifie House in the center 
of the lagoons and the Hall of Western 


States. Elsewhere, basic structures 
were completed; most of the iridescent 
stucco was in place, and the courts were 
ready for color and lighting finish. 

Exhibitors, both governmental and 
commercial, were well along. Latest 
change in the Treasure Island skyline is 
the Colonnade of States, 100 feet high; 
part of the seven-acre Federal Building; 
ten buildings of the California Stats 
group rapidly taking shape; Missouri’s 
building well along; as were the Yerba 
Buena clubhouse for women, Ford 
Building, National Cash Register, Bank 
of America, Christian Se’ » Ghir- 
ardelli building, fire and police stations, 
and several buildings on the Ga; 

French Indo-China’s building, con- 
structed in Saigon, had arrived, and 
other foreign pavilions were being built 
in their homelands for shipment here 
in section More than 30 foreign na- 
tions will participate in the World’s 
Fair of the West, and their buildings 
soon will begin to det the shore of the 
Pacifie Arca lagoons. 

Paving of the motor-reads and park- 
ing area was well along, but paving of 
the inner courts will be deferred until 
all construction materials and heavy 
exhibits materials have reached Treas- 
ure Island. Much of this tonnag 
arriving by 8.P., landing across the rail- 
way apron on the Kast Shore barge ter- 
minal. 

Four thousand big trees, weighing up 
to 40 tons, were installed in the “do- 
salted” sands of the man-made island, 
and the emphasis now is on smaller 
shrubs, annuals and perennials, These 
arc being planted in beds of rich top- 
soil. The 25-acre “carpet” of ice-plant 
is taking root, and the $1,500,000 hor- 
ticultural program is more than 80 per- 
cent completed. Statuary and murals 
are appearing everywhere. 

More than 70 per cent of available 
exhibit space is sold, to more than 250 
individual exhibitors. No phase of the 
$50,000,000 Pageant of the Pacific is 
lagging, and the gates will swing wide 
on February 18, 1939, to usher in a 41- 
week fiesta that will probably be the 
greatest of all westward travel seasons. 


EXPOSITION TEMPO on Treasure Island in 
San Francisco Bay (picture above taken from 
Yerba Buena Island middle of September) has 
been in high gear with building contracts more 
than 85 per cent complete; with landscape beauti- 
fication taking roots; with 70 per cent of exhibit 
space sold; and with many exhibitors far ad- 
vanced on their displays, @ Actual construction 
of Southern Pacific's exhibit will begin on the 
Island this month. The 8.P. exhibit will be located 
in Vacationiand Building, one of the major exhibit 
palaces, and will deal with the railroad’s varied 
services and the territory it serves. @ (Below) 
Largest shipment of the kind ever handled by S.P. 
was the movement of 26 full-grown pepper trees to 
Treasure Island. Grown in Southern California, the 
trees were loaded two to a car (top picture) and 
covered with burlap. From Oakland Pier the cars

Bridge Trains: 


OMETIME during the week com- 

mencing October 2, San Francisco 
Bay commuters were scheduled to get 
their first glimpse of 8. P. castbay elec- 
tric trains scooting across the Bay 
Bridge. 

Although the trains will not go into 
regular service unti] after the first of 
the year, at which time they will be run 
as the Interurban Electric Ry., their 
operation over the bridge will be a daily 
sight for the balance of this year, ac- 
cording to R. E. Hallawell, assistant 
superintendent, Western Division, 

During that time more than 200 men 
will undergo a course of instruction for 
the purpose of qualifying in the opera- 
tion of the trains under the newly- 
installed cab signal and automatic 
train control, a device whose featiures 
will be fully described in a later article 
in the Bulletin. W. YL. Marlin, district, 
road foreman of engines, is in charge of 
the training program. 

Another recent change commuters 
have noted was the appearance of large 
black numbers on the front ends of the 
trains. These are part of the elaborate 
system which will enable men in the 
interlocking towers near cach end of 
the bridge to make the proper routings 
to the various terminal tracks in San 
Francisco and over the eastbay lines. 

When a San Francisco-bound Seventh 
Street train, for instance, approaches 
the interlocking tower near the east ap- 
preach to the bridge, the towerman will 
spot the large No, 2 it carries and push 
the No, 2 button on his control panel, 
Instantly a “No. 2” light will flash on 
in the San Francisco tower to indicate 
to the operator that this train is on its 
way across the bridge, so that he can 
prepare to switch it to the proper track 
in the San Francisco terminal. - The 
same system operates in opposite di- 
rection.

eoach yards 250 cars were parked for 
servicing and cleaning, requiring the 
use of four additional dynamo cars and 
two extra locomotives. 

The Dining Car Department was 
obliged to utilize every unit of available 
equipment, including 53 extra diners 
(normally, about 50 diners are in op- 
cration at one time), 11 lounge, two 
assembly, two club and two parlor 
cars, Although every regular dining 
car erew did double duty it was still 
necessary to put on 30 additional crews. 

While operated over 8. P. lines, every 
Legion train was accompanied by a 
Passenger Department representative; 
in most cases, these escorts were mem- 
bers of the Legion. Nothing was left 
undone to make their trip a most pleas- 
ant one, a fact which is attested by 
letters of commendation from various 
Posts.

474,424, or $12,028,587 under the 
same period for 1937, a decrease of 
10 per cent. 

After deducting tax aceruals of 
$12,207,717, and net rentals paid 
for use of equipment and joint facili- 
ties totaling $7,181,728, there was 
left Net Railway Operating Income 
of $4,294,980, or $11,382,768 un- 
der the same period for last year, & 
decrease of 73 per cent.
